The light of ‘‘Sammer Time” 
unfortunate tendency of revealing parental 
defects in the modern governance of nursery- 
land, i 

The prolonged hours of sunshine offer a 
feeble excuse for repealing the vital laws of 
bed-time, vet there are many would-be sen- 
sible people who fail to realise that both the 
present and future health of the nursery 
community is largely determined by its hours 
of sleep and rest. 

So, through a mistaken } the 
little ones are deprived of an hours mucb- 
needed relaxation, and pay for it dearly in 
nervous energy, while their parents justify 
their own lack of common-sense by the 
logical argument that because they would 
find it difficult to go to bed in daylight them- 
their children will find it equally

Surely. such reasoning is merely a creation 
on the part of yrown-ups of a suggestion 
unthought of by childhood. Children are, 
above all things, creatures of habit. 

The verv fact that the child who normally 
sleeps till 6 o'clock will awaken at 5 o'clock 
on the first morning of ' summer time, 
regardless of the changed hour recorded by 
the clock, is alone proof of this. 

Thus it follows that the child 
accustomed to regular meals and a fixed bed 
hour all the year round, wil not dream of 
questioning the daily routine, and will find 
no. hardship in the darkness of winter or 
the brightness of summer time. 

Once, however, interfere with the regular 
routine, and issue a proclamation for even 
the temporary repeal of the bed-time laws 
of nurseryland, and the outlook of the small 
community will be quick to change. 

Those parents who have tried the experi 
ment, by indulging in late nursery hours 
during holiday time, invariably pay the 
peenalty next day to their cost, and learn 
wisdom for the future for themselves and 
for their children.

A HOUSELESS EDEN.

TIDINGS FROM EGYPT.

HERE was just enough wind to fill 

the tall lateen sail as our felucca 
moved slowly away from the mud bank. 
In front lay a track of dazzling radiance 
where the water sparkled and danced as 
if a thowsand diamonds had been scattered 
by some careless genie. Above was a vast 
liquid sky of azure, unbroken, un- 
disturbed. | 

An old Arab, with a grizzled moustache 
and a scrubby ‘chin, sat at the tiller. His 
grandson, a slim youth of fourteen, 
constituted the crew. The owner of the 
boat, Mustapha, a dragoman, was also 
aboard. He did nothing—only sat there, 
an extremely picturesque ahd rather 
dignified figure in a lon, striped 
galabieh of lemon satin. Round his head 
a White silk scarf was twisted turban- 
like, in that graceful, inimitable way 
peculiar to the race. He was young and 
though dark copper-bronze in colour, had 
a skin as smooth and fine as old ivory. 
His eves were shrewd, and he regarded 
us with a certain superiority, assurance, 
and complete detachment. 

The wind freshened and our boat became 
alive. It was not so much a river as a 
wide unending lake, with rocky islands 
thickly interspersed Frequently huge 
bastion rocks rose sheer from the water— 
crotesque monsters. Older than time they 
looked, hollowed and riven as if at some 
remote period, in vengeful savage mood, 
vock had ground on rock. The action of 
the flowing water for countless genera- 
tions had polished their surface to 
velvet smoothness. but had failed to 
obliterate the scars and tortured hollows 
of their gigantic strugzle. 

Away on our right were low sandstone 
cliffs. At their base and in their fissures 
lay thick, yellow drifts of powdered sand. 
Their tapering tops flung upward as if for- 
ever they strove to reach the summits, and 
forever slithered down the sloping sides 
avain, their colour so intensified in the 
strong sunlight as to be tawny rather than 
vellow. Behind us in distance was 
the Assuan Dam. As we looked back, we 
could see nothing but clouds oí spray 
rising like fine white powder. 


NO DWELLING-PLACE. 


Our boat was heading to the wind, 
heeling over first on one side, then on the 
other. as we skirted the rocky islands. 
Silted at. their base and in odd crevices 
were the rich alluvial deposits brought 
down by the Nile. Here a myriad growth 
of tender living things made brilliant 
emerald patches, in sudden startling 
contrast to their grim background. 
Indeed. these stern, sombre rocks Jent 
themselves with frowning reluctance to 
this peculiar vagary of Nature. The result 
was almost freakish, as 1f some 
mischievous sprite in puckish mood had 
dabbed them Javishly with bight green 
paint. 

Herve and there a slender tree appeared 
to sprout from the solid xock, bent and 
twisted as if by the weight of its own 
Joneliness. Presently we came in sight of 
even more peculiar rocks. They were ol 
a curious black colour, and, though their 
sides were drv, they gheamed as if wet “i 
had just been poured over them. We 
skirted to the left of these, and, passing 
hehind, unexpectedly came on, Kitchener's 
Island. It lay there, cool and lovely in 
the sunshine—a bright green jewel in the 
brown swirling waters of the Nile. Its 
high mud banks were a mass of verdure. 
Along the top, like a green fringe, were 
ciant mimosa trees and acacia trees, whose 
slender pods hung down, a golden yellow 
fruit.

It is, perhaps, a quarter of a mile 
long and abont three hundred vards wide, 
There is no dwelling place on it. 


INCOMPARABLE VIEWS. 


The boat was moored, anc we climbed 
the flight of stone steps built down to the 
At the top, a short sandy

creenery, On our left, in famine 
contrast, grew a row of brilliant tropical 
shrubs. We ‘passed out of the hot glare 
of the sunshine under a delicious cool 
archway, and stepped straight into a lone 
aisle ol dappled light and shade It was 
indescribably restiul and quiet—like 
passing into the sudden quiet and peace 
of a church out of a crowded thorough- 
jare.

In derk contrast, 
above, high overhead, towered huge date 
palms. They stood thickly together, also 
lining the avenue. It was a long, green 
shady tunnel, running the full length 
of the island, very beautiful, with 
incomparable views at either end ci 
hrilliant sunshine and dancing water. 
On either side of this main artery were 
viant palm trees, lemon trees and tropical 
vegetation of all kinds. Just now there 
were lew flowers, but there were one cr 
two exquisite passion flowers in bloom, 
of wonderful beauty and delicacy. Fragile, 
slowing things they were, of a deep 
velvety rose. On our left could be 
climpsed the warm, tawny vellow of the 
said drifts—-a striking background jor 
ihe sombre mosaic of thick dark tree 
trunks. On our right lay Assuan, only 
a few hundred feet away, but completely 
hidden by an intervening island. 

As we strolled along, Mustapha told us 
the story of how he had acquired his 
boat.

Between the 
packs and ihe bathes, the invalid had so 
lar recovered before he leit as to discard 
erutches and sticks, and to dance and 
enjoy life with the best of them. In his 
vratitude he had given Mustapha the 
wherewithal to buy his boat. We believed 
al] that he told us. Nothing could seem 
too «CJantastic, too fanciful. in this 
romantic island. We looked at 
Mustapha’s uraceful turbaned head, his 
flowing satin robe. .We looked around at 
the strange exotic plants: we sniffed up 
the fragrant aromatic air. We looked 
above at the graceful fronds of the date 
palms—a gently swaying trellis of green 
and azure shot with gold—we were on an 
enchanted island, Jistening to an 
enchanted story, and very soon we should 
sail away in our enchanted boat. 


THE ONLY SOUND. 


Presently we saw some men at work. 
Mustapha knew the head gardener, who, 
at his request, brought us some delicious 
screen figs on a large palm leai. They 
were the first of the season, we were told ; 
and. indeed, they must have been very 
early, because this was New Year's Day. 

We strolled ‘gently back, eating our 
delicious juicy fruit. Once more we 
reached the cool, green archway, and once 
more passed out into the dazzling glare 
of the sunshine. In front of us stretched 
the swirling waters of the Nile, the 
intiumerable rocky islets with their fringe 
of green. On the mainland an ancient 
water-wheel turned slowly and mono- 
tonously, as the patient ox, blindfolded, 
walked round and round its little world 
of darkness.

A Correspondent writes :—Thursday was 
a spring day of one’s dreams, especially if 
one was walking. 

JT walked over Bray Head with a friend, 
and even at the outset of our journey, the 
sea, in that little corner, just under the 
head, had a peculiarly pungent odour of 
freshness and salt water that suddenly 
stirs in one love of the sea. As we were 
coming to the end of that delightful walk 
I began to look out for the carpet of prim- 
roses I had found spread out there last 
April. There were much fewer this vear, 
but I noticed some girls who were carrying 
bunches, and their stalks seemed un- 
usually long. 

In Greystones we walked across the 
fields—always a delightful experience— 
and, crossing the railway gates to a style, 
we took a path through fields in view of 
the mountains. Thus we reached the 
cottage where we were to have tea. 

The garden glowed with patches of a 
rich purple plant—the wall flowers seemed 
specially large, and they gave out a very 
sweet perfume. The beds and garden 
walks, the rows of sprouting cabbages, 
young potatoes, spring onions, were like 
a patch of the South that had been trans- 
Et Our hostess told us that all day 
ong the sun was pouring on it. Unlike 
most country people, she made no com- 
plaint about the rain; and, praising the 
sun, she said: “The sun could not be 
bad, all the Greystones gardens are full 
of flowers.”’ 


Over the Little Sugar Loaf. 


We continued our walk by the Old Bray 
road, making for the mountains. The 
banks on each side, that were pretty high, 
were splashed with primroses and violets. 
Every now and then we discovered whole 
islands of deep purple violets in the green, 
and clusters of primroses that made up by 
their size what they lacked in diffusion. 

As we approached the mountain road 
groups of light green pines mixed with 
dark evergreens could be seen. Standing 
a little way from tlhe top we saw at the 
cross-roads a few pretty houses, each 
sheltered by its group of light and dark 
pines. Near one house daffodils grew 
beneath the trees in the deep grass that 
is always damp here. 

When we had reached the top we saw a 
beautiful sight. In front of us was the 
big Sugar leaf, and from it mountains 
stretclied away to Kippure on one side and 
the Scalp on the ieee. Lines of smoke 
arose in many places from the houses that 
stood out white in the clear air, and 
occasionally a cloud of smoke betokened 
In the line that dipped between 
two mountains the sun glinted on a patch 
of dark green and light green pines, For 
twenty minutes the walk on the shoulder 
of the Little Sugar Toaf continues in this 
scene 0) unsurpassed beauty. 

But the most wonderful sight of all was 
outside Kilmacanogue village. This road 
turns sharpely at corners, and, passing one 
of these. one catches sight of a garden wall 
hehind which a pear tree flowers. 
Presently we saw three of these magical 
trees covered in white blossoms beside 
trees that were still thin, leafless stems. 
They stood before the great single slope of 
a mountain already grown dusky. Through 
the garden a little stream flowed, and at 
the nameless gate some wall flowers, daffo- 
dils and polyanthus peeped on to the road. 
Such polvanthus and wall flowers never 
come to Dublin! They were strong and 
red, and, though they were so few, one 
could smell them away down the road.

She told me the other 
day that while she heard the entries this 
vear were smaller in the solo competi- 
tions, she was delighted that there was 
such a remarkable development and so 
many entries in the cheral work, as that 
is really the test of the musical growth 
of Dublin. Madame Coslett-Heller was 
training as a musical teacher under Sir 
J. Stainer at Oxford, when he advised 
her to work under Sir Joseph Barnby at 
the Guildhall School of Music in London. 
From there she went to Paris under M. 
Jacques Bonhy, and to Frankfurt-on- 
Main to study the Stockhausner method, 
under which all Wagnerian singers are 
trained, After much success as a teacher 
in England, she came to Ireland when 
Dr. Heller was sent here to the Board 
of Education, and since that time she has 
given all her work to Dublin. She made 
a tour, with her Yrish Ladies’ Choir, of 
the United States, in 1905-1906, giving 
148 concerts, a Courageous undertaking at 
the time, and with a large weekly expense 
and salary bill of £500 per week. She was 
asked to repeat the trip, but the physical 
undertaking and worry were too much, 
she asserted, to repeat, although the 
material she had later was well worth 
the effort.

the kind of gesture 
vhich only scholars 
make. When it is made 
oy a Roman Catholic 
priest, a member of 
the Benedictine 
Order, to one who 
was author, among 
many other books, of ‘‘A History of 
Freedom of Thought,’’ and “ The Idea of 
Progress,’’ it is generously bestowed. 

To Dr. Best, Librarian of the National 
Library, and to Mr. Mario Esposito the 
great historian’s praise also was 
generously given. The work of Dr. Best 
is well-known to his compatriots, but that 
of Mario Esposito is not by any means so 
well known as it ought to be, and perhaps 
Dom Gougaud’s tribute may help to have 
that work better recognised in Ireland. 
For the past five or six years Mr. 
Esposito has lived in Italy, mainly in 
Florence, where he is engaged in a big 
work on the early history of Christianity. 
In Dublin he occupied himself main] 
with the wanderings of early Irish pil- 
grims to the Holy Land, the results of his 
researches being contributed to the Roya! 
Irish Academy. Only once did he get 
into the limelight: when the late Arthur 
Griffith bitterly attacked some of his con- 
clusions in two pages of Sinn Fein. 
Mario Esposito is a native of Dublin, son 
of Commendatore Michael Esposito, and a 
graduate of T.C.

Ghe [mportance of German. 


Another matter touched upon by Dom 
Gougaud in the course of his lecture was 
the paramount importance of the German 
language to the research scholar. 
‘‘ Ignorance of the German language is an 
incalculable drawback,’ he said, and 
when it is remembered how much of the 
research work in Ecclesiastical History 
has been published in that language its 
importance will be recognised readily 
enough even by those who are neither 
scholars nor specialists in 
research. 

Despite this great importance it is 
known that German is being neglected in 
our schools and universities. Only a 
short time ago the Professor of German at 
one of our university colleges was lament- 
ing the fact that the numbers taking 
jerman were decreasing year by vear. 
The cause of course, that the school 
programme has had to be moulded to suit 
the policy of the Educational Ministry on 
the Irish Janguage. Dom  Gougaud 
pointed out, in the words quoted, how 
seriously the neglect of German may 
affect the Irish historical student in the 
future. The names of the Irish scholars 
mentioned by Dom Gougaud—Professor 
J. B. Bury, Dr. Richard Best, and Mr. 
Mario Esposito (who is very Irish despite 
the Jearned  SBenedictine’s title of 
** signor’’)--are sufficient to convince that 
in the immediate past our educational 
programme did give us scholarly men and 
women. Whether we can say the same of 
our present programme is certainly 
doubtful, and Dom Gougaud has done us 
a service in drawing attention to the 
importance of a language which is now 
being neulected here. 


Ballycastle's “ Dover.” 


iallyeastle, that picturesquely situated 
and popular seaside resort on the Antrim 
coast, is about to begin an important 
chapter of its history. It las been decided 
to build a new port there, which wil! 
a second Dover, only on a smaller seale. 

Before the war there was quite a brisk 
little trade carried on between Ballycastle 
and England, in building material and 
stonework in general, but at the beginning 
of those fateful four vears this came to 
an abrupt end and never was recommenced. 
Around about the present harbour, it is 
estimated that there are thirty-eight 
million tons of coal that has not yet been 
touched, and before this: can he dug up 
and shipped, a new port will have to be 
built. The work of construction will last 
about two years, so a uood deal of local 
emplovment will available. The 
Lenelits to the farmers, employment, and 
Northern Ireland in general will be 
immense, when the scheme is finished. 
Large freight charges will be saved by 
direct shipment—flax can be = shipped 
straight away to avoid the heavier railway 
freight, while visitors to this popular 
port will be able to avoid a tedious eighty 
mile train journey. 


At Carton. 


The letters of two ladies who, towards 
the end of the 18th century, were visitors 
at Carton, Maynooth, the seat of the 
Dukes of Leinster, throw an interesting 
light on the social habits of those times. 
From the lively pen of Lady Caroline 
Dawson, who was at Carton in the 
autumn of 1778, we get a picture of her 
hostess’s mother, whom she describes as 
“a very pretty iittle figure—and her 
dress in the afternoon is a polonaise 
trimmed with gauze; upon recollection | 
am telling you wrong, for it is a circas- 
sian all over loops and tassels, and a 
little black Henri Quatre hat upon her 
head, with her hair dressed up to it 
behind. The Duchess appears in a sack 
and hoop and diamonds at every meal, 
and such quantities of plate, etc., that 
one would imagine oneself in a palace; 
and there are servants without end.’’ 


Heavy Heals. 


The following year a Miss Sandford 
visited (Carton, and she recorded her 
linpressions us follows :—‘' The house 18 
crowded—a thousand comes and coes. We 
breakfast between ten and eleven o'clock, 
called half-past nine. We an 
immense table—chocolate, honey, hot 
bread, cold bread, brown bread, white 
bread. We dine at half-past four or five. 
courses upon courses, occupying two full 
hours. We then go to tea, so to cards 
about nine—play till supper time—and 
pretty late to bed. T forgot to tell you 
the part you would like best—French 
horns playing at breakfast and dinuer.”’

Trish Hinterlands. 


Your surmise that in Ireland there are 
still ‘‘ some ‘ hinterlanders’ who have 
never seen a locomotive ” (writes a corre- 
spondent) ean be readily confirmed. On 
more than one occasion I have come 
across old people, and young people, too, 
in the eountry, who have never been 
within miles of a railway station or even 
a railway track. Mostly they live in 
remote districts into which even light rail- 
ways have not yet penetrated, and 
probably now these districts will never be 
opened up to railroad services. But in 
a short time, I imagine, there will 
scarcely be anybody in Ireland who has 
not seen a "bus. The ’buses are running 
everywhere, and as they go along the 
roadside, and even “ up the boreen,’’ they 
cannot be missed by anybody who is not 
bedridden or so incorrigibly timorous that 
he never leaves his house or farmyard. 

In one village to which there has been 
a broad-gauge branch line for over forty 
years, with three trains every day, I know 
a lady, now about fifty years of age, who 
has never seen a local or any other train, 
Yet she lives right in the centre of the 
village, and her residence is not more 
than half a mile distant from the station. 


Bargaining. 


A monthly fair and a weekly warket 
are held in this village, and the farmers, 
like most sons of the soil, are stiff bar- 
gainers. At fair and market the lJuck- 
penny is still demanded and the farmer 
making a purchase fights hard to beat 
down the original price asked for by the 
seller, 

When the branch Wis 
opened about forty the 
farmers made a gallant but vain effort to 
induce the local railway officials to adopt 
the bargaining method. A farmer would 
ask the stationmaster for a esingle or 
return ticket and try to beat him down 
from the advertised price “@h. come 
on now,’ ene would say, “ mas von can 
me back twopence for a bottle of 
stout or a bit of tobacco. If vou were 
buying a heifer from me, you wouldn't 
expect to be paying all I asked you at 
first.’’ But the  stationmaster was 
adamant, and after a time they gave up 
all hope of striking a bargain with him. 

There are many people in Dublin, of 
course, who have never, been to the top 
of Nelson’s Pillar, and I faney that few 
except occasional visitors climb those 
steep steps nowadays; and there must be 
many Dubliners who have never been to 
the Phoenix Park Sut certainly our 
jarveys and taximen would need no guide 
to direct them to, sav, the beautiful 
People’s Gardens. 

But T am surprised by what 1s told 
by a friend “ho recently visifed Killarney, 
where those for” visitors and 
tourists are en and as knowledgeable 
as I have

VERY day, with the rush and bustle 
of our modern life, the cigarette is 
becoming more and more popular, and 
the pipe is becoming the property of the 
dozing sages. If our generation is seeing 
the end of the pipe, as the last generation 
saw the end of snuff-taking, tae pipe has 
had an honourable and interesting 
career. 

Gone are the days of the _ pipe- 
connoisseur. when the colouring of a 
meerschaum was the aim of the smoker. 
This entailed months of careful maturing. 
The meerscltf@um heated slowly and 
absorbed the oil of the tobacco, which 
caused a rich chestnut bowl with an even 
grain, from which the pipe gained its 
name of ‘‘meerschaum,’’ or sea foam. 
One of the requirements of a perfect 
colouring was that the pipe should never 
be allowed to cool, and this necessitated 
the wrapping of the pipe in flannel. One 
enthusiast, it is said, hit upon a plan for 
keeping it perpetually warm by passing 
it round a regiment from one soldier to 
another, thus obtaining a perfect 
colouring at a cost of several hundred 
pounds. 

The large pipe is only a late develop- 
ment. In earher days pipe-bowls were 
usually much smaller than a thimble, so 
expensive was tobacco. This has given 
rise to the amusing story of the fairy 
pipe. Thomas Crofton Croker, in his 
“Fairy Legends of Ireland,” gives an 
account of these small pipes, which were 
often excavated. He tells us that they 
were of a very fine close clay. with an 
eliamel-like polish. ‘‘ These pipes,” he 
writes, ‘‘are believed by the peasantry to 
belong to the Cluricauns, and, when 
found, are broken retort for the 
tricks which their supposed owners had 
played upon them.’’ 


STRAFFORD AND TABACCO. 


Still more amusing was the find made 
at Bannockstown, (Co. Kildare. in 1784. 
\ Muilesian skull unearthed, with a 
Dane’s, or fairy, pipe stuck in the skull. 
From this it wae deduced that smoking 
was known in Ireland in the dim past. 
Fortunately, it was kept, and antiquaries 
had no difhicultv in perceiving that the 
pipe was an Elizabethan one. In connec- 
tion with smoking in Ireland, it is 
interesting to note that one of the articles 
of impeachment against Strafford in 1640 
was that, when in Ireland. he had 
monopolised the trade in tobacco.

A clear realisation of these facts will 
enable the people to appreciate the wisdom 
and importance of the Government’s policy 
in endeavouring not only by voluntarily 
educational effort, but also, where necessary, 
by legislative measures adapted to the cir- 
cumstances of each case, to foster and 
encourege the development of the production 
ot those foodstuffs for which there is such 
a demand on this great adjoining market, 
and for the production of which the soil and 
climate of this country are so admirabiy 
suited.

The Live Stock Breeding Act which the 
Government placed on the Statute Book in 
1925, is now beginning to justify its exiet- 
ence, The steady improvement which is 
being revealed in the quality of the younger 
cattle now coming on the markets is a con- 
vincing proof of its usefulness 
_ The cattle breeding policy now in opeta- 
tion, by building on the best type of breed- 
ing stock in the country, aims at promoting 
the rapid extension of herds of cows equally 
suited to the production of heavy mi! 
yields and of beef of the kind which the 
market now requires. The very large 
parent stock of suitable animals in the 
Saorstat affords ample scope for the full 
development of this policy. 

The schemes for the improvement of live 
stock and the provisions of the Live Stock 
Breeding Act work hand in hand. It is of 
more than passing interest to mention that 
the number of premium bulls standing in 
the country has been doubled since 1925. In 
that year the number of premium bulls was 
1,129, whereas in this year 2,486 premium 
bulls were placed at centres far and wide 
throughout the country. 

FAR SUPERIOR. 

The effect on cattle-breeding of the use of 
bulls of the very high standard required for 
premiums in ‘conjunciion with the great 
measure of success which has keen attained 
in raising the general level of merit of the 
ordinary bulls presented for licensing under 
the Act was referred to in a recent issue of 
an English daily newspaper as follows :-- 

“The British Ministry of Agricul- 
ture has been asked to consider the 
question of licensing all bulls in this 
country in order to improve the standard 
of Enelish stock. 

“ The need of some measures of this 
nature has been forced upon the agricul. 
tural community. generally by the fact 
thr’ the store cattle now coming iito 
this country from all parts of Ireland 
are far superior to the general run of 
stock to be found in this country. All 
bulls in lreland are licensed, and there 
is no doubt but effective resnlts are now 
being observed.’’ (Hear, hear.) 

The general policy adopted in regard to 
swine-breeding 1s to promote, in so far as 
possible, the production of one uniform type 
of pig—the Irish large white—which ik 
admirably adapted to providing a high-class 
‘arcase of the kind suitable for both the 
acon and fresh pork trades. To this end the 
number of high-class boars standing in the 
country has been greatly increased. — Last 
vear 1,070 premium buars were placed in pig- 
breeding centres, as compared with 494 in the 
year 1925. (Hear, hear.) 

THE LONG VIEW. 

I would like, in passing, to urge our 
farmers to take the long view in planning 
their pig-breeding activities. There has 
recently been a marked shortage in the 
world’s supply of pigs, and bacon prices have 
advanced, with the result that those who, 
despite the disappointing returns which they 
obtained up to recently, continued to breed 
and feed pigs are now reaping the benefit. 

Pig producers can only hope to reap the 
full advantage of ‘periods of high prices by 
maintaining their stocks of breeding animals 
during cvcies of temporarily low prices. 

DRESS&D MEAT TRADE. 

In addition to the increase of over 11 million 
of pounds recorded in the value of live cattle 
and sheep exported in 1928—a marked 
expansion took place in the trade in dressed 
meat. The total value of this trade increased 
from £1.427.754 in 1927 to £1,783.229 in 
1928. or by nearly 25 per cent. In 1926 the 
British Government isened an Order which 
had the virtual effect of excluding from the 
British market any imported fresh meat from 
the whole of Europe, except Ireland. The 
exporters in the main rose to the occasion, 
and the result ic disclosed in the great advance 
that has taken place in the value of our 
exports of these commodities. From just 
under £20.000 in 1925, our export of fresh 
pork rose to £°95.280 in 1928, (Hear, hear.) 

THE NEW BILL. 

In order to ensure that our fresh meat for 
export is prepared under the best possible 
conditions, a bill is being prepared which will 
provide for the registration and control of 
all slaughterhouses engaged in the export 


trade and the veterinary examination of all 


animals s!aughtered. In addition, the packing 
and conveyance of the meat will be regulated 
and closely supervised. 
Turning to our dairy produce, [I am glad 
io be able to say that our creamery butter 
is maintaining its high position on the mar- 
kets, and that the total value of our exports 
show that our best creamery butter is com- 
manding improved prices. (Hear, hear.)

This increasing demand for our eggs has 
stimulated the poultry industry generally, 
and has aroused the attention of the com- 
mittees of agriculture throughout the coun 
to the increasing importance of this bran 
of agricultural effort. 

am glad to say that these committees 
have practically with one accord embarked 
on a wide campaign of propaganda with a 
view to bringing these lessons home to the 
rural community. In co-operation with the 
Department of Agriculture, they aim at in- 
ducing farmers and cottagers to take up the 
work on the most approved lines, so as to 
secure not only an increase in the total 
number of poultry maintained, but also a 
general up-grading of the existing flocks by 
the weeding out of birds of the poorer types 
and by the adoption of improved methods of 
feeding and housing of the poultry. 

The great attraction about this industry is 
that its expansion does not involve any 
heavy capital outlay for stock, plant or 
equipment, such as is demanded in other in- 
dustries, which in their total output do not 
make any larger contribution to the total 
value of our trade. 

OTHER SOURCES. 

Whilst agriculture is the basic occupation 
of our people, our national economy is by no 
means one-sided. The 1926 census produc- 
tion reports show that one-third of our pro- 
duction came from sources other than agri- 
culture. Accordingly, in this ship will be 
found a wide variety of industrial products 
whose claim on the attention of com- 
mercial men at home and abroad is at once 
compelling as to quality and convincing as 
to price. (Applause.) 

o less attractive is the interesting display 
of goods from the Gaeltacht. The design, 
the texture and price, I am told by com- 
petent judges, give good grounds for 
optimism as to their market prospects. This, 
: suggest, is a most encouraging sign. (Hear, 


ear.) 

THE FUTURE. 

It is high time, gentlemen, some one 
sounded a cheerful note about the future of 
the Free State—(applause)—a cheerfulness 
based, not on foolish optimism, but on a 
sense of reality. That note I venture to 
sound to-day. No one can go round this 
exhibition and not feel a sense of pride in 
the skill and industry—whether of the field, 
the factory or the cottage—of our people. 
To build a State, and so to organise and 
balance its forces that its people shall better 
work, do better business and enjoy better 
living, is obviously not to be done except by 
gradual and well-thought-out stages, and then 
only with the active good-will and co-opera- 
tion of all sections of the State. Along that 
road, gentlemen, we have made, and will 
continue to make, progress. That is why 
to-day I look forward cheerfully to our 
future, and why with full confidence I wish 
the good ship Killarney God-speed on its 
voyage of fine endeavour. 

MR. E. BLYTHE. 

Mr, Ernest Blythe (Minister for Finance) 
said that there was nothing that he could 
add to what the President had said on the 
economic situation; but he would like to 
thank Sir Alfred Read, and the company 
over which he presided, not only for his 
hospitality, but for his enterprise. It was 
a great thing that they had a firm carrying 
their produce to the most important market— 
a firm that was not going on the old lines, 
but which was taking every opportunity 
that offered, and was always looking for new 
Ways to develop that trade, and to develop 
industry in this country. (Applause.) He 
should also like to say a few words about 
Mr. David Barry. They recognised in him 
a keen and sound business man, who not 
only desired the good of this country, but 
realised, as a business man, that the ad- 
vancement of this country was for the good 
of the company which he so ably repre. 
sented, and that he worked hard with a 
double motive for the good of this country. 
(Applause.) 

Sir Alfred Read. on behalf of the company, 
thanked the President and Mr. Blythe for 
their kind remarks regarding the British and 
Irish Steam Packet Company. “The company,’ 
he said, “are out to do the very best they 
possibly can to carry, under the best possible 
conditions, that which you in the Irish Free 
State produce. They will continue to gn 
the best facilities they can at your disposal] in 
that respect. They know that your success 
is our success, and that by combination we 
will pull through to a successful issue in the 
end. (Applause.) 

The President and his party then visited 
the exhibition, and the vessel left for Cork 
that evening.

A YEAR OF PROGRESS,

The report of the Representative Body of 
the Church of Ireland for the year 1928, which 
will be laid before the meeting of the General 
Synod in Dublin, shows that the Church's 
finance is in a sound position. The gross 
revenue from investments in securities and 
other interest bearing funds during the year 
was £460,934 14s. 7d. The payments made 
totalled £409,280 Os. 6d., ne the credit 
balance for the year was £51,654 14s. 1d., a 
decrease of £14 16s. 5d. as compared with 
1927. From this sum «uthori ayments 
of £28,626 1s, 3d. were deducted, leaving a 
net credit balance of £23,028 12s. 10d. 

Receipte from voluntary sources during the 
year were £362,517. Investments in securities, 
including mortgages, were: — General Fund, 
£9,038,518 18s. fa. specific trusts, £930,628 
l6s. 4d. Total—£9,969,147 146. 5d. Other 
assets amounted to £304,209 18s. 8d., making 
a total of £10,2735,447 13s. id. The market 
value at the end of 1928 of the General Fund 
investments of £9,038,518 18s. Id. was 
£8,514,791 10s. 1d., the depreciation in value 
being £523,727 8s.—about 6 per cent. 

During the year capital to the amount of 
£7,154 126. 7d. was repaid to the Repre- 
sentative Body on account of mortgages. Of 
the amount repaid £100 had been lent at 4 
per cent.—£2,742 Os. 5d. at 44 per cent.—and 
£4,512 12s. 2d. at 5 per cent. per annum. It 
was decided to apply a sum of £2,000 per 
annum out of investments reserve in writing 
down the value of investments which do not 
pay a dividend, and, accordingly, on 41st 
December. 1928, the capital value of the 
Russian Bonds was written down by a sum of 
£2,000, and it now stands at £37, 17s. 7d. 

Sums amounting to £286,670 were invested, 
or reinvested, during the year. The average 
rate of interest on these investments 1s 
£4 17s. 5d. per cent. 


CAPITAL AND LIABILITIES. 

The capital accounts, exclusive of reserves, 
amounted on the 3lst December, 1928, to 
£10,120,842 6s. 9d., as compared with 
£9,864,565 15s. 2d. on the 3lst December, 
1927, an increase of £256,276 11s. 7d., which, 
with an increase of £25,487 1ls Od. in re- 
serves, makes a total increase of £281,764 2s. 
7d. The principal increases were £19,413 
2s. 8d. in parochial endowments, £5,777 in 
Central Church Fund, £8,333 6s. 11d. in Dio- 
cesan General Funds, and £204,564 8s. 4d. 
in miscellaneous trusts and endowments, of 
which £190,000 represents the bequests of the 
Ear] of Iveagh to the Representative Church 
Body and St. Patrick s Cathedral, Dublin. 

Comparing the Diocesan Stipend Fund with 
the previous year (exclusive of transfers from 
commutation capital), there was an increase 
of £3,503 8s. 4d, 

Up to the 3lst December, 1928, the Repre- 
sentative Body had paid for purchase of 
glebes £653,852 10s. 2 ; of this, £235,082 
15s. 6d. has been repaid out of sales, leaving 
£418,769 14s, 9d. as the cost of the remaining 
glebes. Towards repayment of this cost price, 
£319,431 18s. 9d. has been contributed by 
parishes and private donors, leaving a balance 
of £99,337 16s. upon which interest is etill 
chargeable. 

On account of the sale of 451 glebes, the 
Representative Body received, up to the ólst 
December, 1928, £475,198 14s. Od. After 
deducting all outstanding liabilities on the 
glebes and expenses involved in the sales, and 
ll some cases providing new glebes, the net 
profit amounted, on dlst December, 1928, to 
£176,077 lls. 7d. 

IVEAGH BEQUEST. 

On the 29th June, 1928, the Representative 
Body received from the Executors of the late 
Earl of Iveagh, the sum of £125,000, being 
the amount of his bequest, “upon trust for 
investment in trust securities and to apply 
the income thereof in such manner as the 
Governing Body may from time to time 
determine towards augmentation of the 
Livings of the Poor Clergy of the Protestant 
Church of Ireland.” The £125,000 has been 
invested, and. the income available for the 
half-year has been distributed. 


CHURCH BUILDING. 

The Representative Body, the report states, 
have agreed to make advances to the amount 
of £22,500 towards the building of three 
churches in Belfast. Contracts have been 
signed, and the work is in hands for the 
building of these churches. 

The report also contains a draft bill for 
the establishment of a Church. Fabric Fund. 
It is proposed that to this fund will be placed 
the purchase and the compensation received 
by or on behalf of the Representative Body 
from any of the following sources :—(a) The 
sale or compulsory alienation of any church 
or chapei, whether cathedral, collegiate, or 
parochial, or of any other building, bein; 
ancient or historic, or of the site thereol, 
provided that such church, chapel, or other 
building stands upon consecrated ground, and 
is vested in the Representative Body.  (b) 
The. malicious destruction of, or injury to, 
any such building, in wholé or in part. 
(c) The destruction of, or injury to, any such 
building from any other cause, when such 
destruction or injury is covered by an insur- 
ance policy effected by or in the name of 
the Representative Body. 

“The Church Fabric Fund shall be vested 
in the Representative Body upon trust, in 
any case involving the removal or destruc- 
tion of any such building, to provide an 
equivalent building noe | suited for the 
ye needs of the parish, . . . upon the 
original or other convenient site as such 
Council may decide to be suitable, and upon 
the further trust, where such injury or 
damage is partial only, to repair such injury 
or damage at a cost to be ascertained and 
certified by such Diocesan Council. 

“The balance of the fund shall be held by 
the Representative Body in trust, to apply 
the same in defraying the cost, in whole or in 
part, of the restoration or repair of the fabric 
of any such building in any case 1h which the 
Representative Body shall, in its discretion, 
for special reason so decide.”’ 

Various resolutions in connection with pay- 
ments to and from the fund are recommended 
for adoption by the General Synod. 

Resolutions are also recommended for adop- 
tion by the General Synod authorising the 
Representative Body, among other things— 

“To apply in aid of poor parishes, either 
in augmentation of stipends or in aid of 
assessment, the following amounts :—(a) 
£4,509 16s. 1d., being the unappropriated 
interest of the General Snstentation Fund for 
1928: (b) £137 4s. 4d., subscriptions to the 
General Sustentation Fund for 1928; (c) £1,000 
out of the balance at foot of allocation 
account on 3lst December, 1928. 

“To pay out of the balance at foot of 
allocation account on 31st December, 1928. 
the sum of £2,000 to the Belfast Additional! 
Clergy Fund. 

“To advance at 4 per cent. to the Irish 
Land Finance Company, Limited, a sum of 
£10,000, in addition to £70,000 already 
authorised under resolutions of the General 
Synod of 1913, 1925 and 1927, without re- 
quiring the security of further subscriptions 
for shares.” 


CONCLUSIONS. 

[In conclusions to the report, Mr. Anthony 
F. Maude, Secretary says:—In the last 
report of the Representative Body mention 
was made of the decrease in the number of 
our people in the South and West. Our 
knowledge has been emphasised since the 
beginning of this year by the recently pub- 
lished figurtés of the census in the Irish Free 
State. No doubt the decreases in the South 
have been in part compensated bv increases 
in parts of the North; yet, on the whole, 
the loss must be greater than the gain. In 
spite of this loss the subscriptions have been 
well maintained; and for the ten years end- 
ing with 1927 they have been quite up to 
if not above, other decennial periods. More 
than this. Even in the remotest parishes 
of the South and West, where the drain has 
been greatest, those who are still left have 
in no wise lost their love for their Church, 
but often display all the keener interest in 
her services and her needs. 

The year to which this report refers has 
been, on the whole, uneventful, but it has 
seen a beginning made of the help to Bei 
fast. authorised by the General Synod of 
an The Representative Body, on 
the advice of its appointed Commissioners, 
has arrangec to advance money for the 
building of three much-needed churches, the 
Diocesan Council and the parishes concerned 
having in each case undertaken to contribute 
their quota. 

The year has also been marked by the 
first distribution of the income derived from 
the legacy of the late Earl of Iveagh, to 
which reference was made in the report for 
last year. It is not too much to say that 
Lord Iveagh’s princely benefaction has 
eased, and will ease, the financial burden of 
many a home where help was sorely needed. 

The Church of Ireland is passing through 
a diflicult time, and in it she needs the 
loyal support of all her sons and daughters.

ARCHBISHOP’S APPEAL TO 


THE PUBLIC. 

The Archbishop of Cashel, speaking in 
Saint Michael's Church, Tipperary, yester- 
day, said :—Recently you have had a bank 
robbery in Tipperary. With regard to that 
I have this word to say—namely, that what 
is wanted is a good, strong public opinion 
to put down robbery and potential murder, 
for in this case there was not only robbery, 
but the robbery might possibly have been 
accompanied by murder. The people ought 
to show a solid determination that they will 
not tolerate for one moment any such gross 
violation of God’s law and of the moral law. 
It ought to be made manifest to malefactors 
of this type that there are rights of pro 
perty and rights of life that must be re- 
spected, and that the public have sterniy set 
their faces against such outrages. Í am sure 
that not only in Tipperary, but throughout 
the whole country, there will be no sympathy 
whatever with such crimes of violence, and 
that the people everywhere will render every 
assistance within their power in having the 
criminals found out and given just punish- 
ment. :

Their desire simply was 
to pay a tnbute to their forefathers, who 
underwent such heroic sacrifices for their 
faith, and to rejoice at the inauguration of 
a period, as the result of the fight made by 
O'Connell and his party, in which Catholics 
were granted a fuller measure of freedom for 
the practice of their religion.

. Talking Pictures. 


During the present week eight talking 
pictures may be seen and heard in London. 
So intense and so general is the popular 
interest in this new kind of “ speaking 
likeness ” that supply cannot keep pace 
with demand. When a new cinemato- 
graph’ production is announced in these 
days few people trouble to ask if the 
actors are “stars” or if the story is rich 
in thrills. The number of million dollars 
expended on the production is proclaimed, 
but even this is not enough to arouse a 
fevered interest. ‘‘ Does it talk?’’ is 
the universal inquiry, and the curiosity 
is natural. The talking film—even in 
our age of mechanical wonders—is an 
extraordinary invention, and it must play 
a great part in the future of popular 
entertainment. Actors, theatre-owners 
and cinematograph producers have met 
this startling innovation with mingled 
feelings. Actors—including those of the 
legitimate stage—are hastening to qualify 
themselves for popularity as talking 
‘stars.’ Gloomy predictions are made 
as to the future of the theatre. The 
equipment of hundreds of halls with 
talking apparatus has created a demand 
for engineers who combine technical skill 
with a good ear for music. Many people 
regard this astonishing ‘‘boom’’ with 
some misgiving. The educational standard 
of Hollywood, according to a well-known 
cinematograph actor, is that of Lizzie, 
the ‘“‘ hired girl” in Mr. Sinclair Lewis’s 
“Main Street.” A talking Lizzie will 
affect the speech and behaviour of millions 
wherever the English language is spoken. 
The silent screen, in spite of its frequent 
faults of taste, is a tolerable entertain- 
ment, and, when it fails to please, we 
may console ourselves with good orchestral 
music. From a bad talking film we 
cannot escape in music, in meditation or 
in sleep—the only escape is through the 
‘‘exit.”” We must recognise that talk- 
ing pictures have come to stay, but, when 
the first novelty has passed, producers 
must face difficult problems of dialogue 
and enunciation. It is significant that 
the greatest German film company has 
decided to produce two separate versions 
of every picture—one of them silent and 
the other vocal.

sion was appropriate. Mr. Cosgrave was 
aboard the ss. Killarney, the ship which 
is about to carry a floating exhibition of 
Free State produce to the ports of Great 
Britain. This exhibition in itself is a 
good omen. It demonstrates the growing 
appreciation of the trade in agricultural 
commodities for which England furnishes 
so large, so convenient and so valuable a 
market. We have complained not iníre- 
quently that the rulers of the Free State 
have neglected first and vital things in 
their pre-occupation with other matters. 
We have deplored a dissipation of energy, 
and of funds, on enterprises which are 
but speculative in their promise of return, 
and on the endeavour to build up trade 
with the ends of the earth. Mr. Cosgrave 
utters counsel that his colleagues, as we 
hope, will take to heart. “It, must be 
frankly recognised,’’ he said, “that agricul- 
ture is at present the predominant producing 
interest of this country.’’ He called to mind 
the fact that the Free State’s trade with 
Great Britain in live-stock was “ one of 
the largest and most important of its 
kind subsisting between any two countries 
in the world.” Rather more than 70 per 
cent. of the Free State's total export trade 
in all commodities was represented by 
exports cf live-stock and of live-stock pro- 
ducts to England. To persevere in this 
path is the sure way to prosperity. 

Trade is a reciprocal process. Not the 
least of the reasons which make it 
prudent for the Free State to cultivate, 
with especial pains, the British market is 
the fact that Britain is the - biggest 
exporter to Ireland. From the goods that 
her factories send across the Irish 
Channel—goods that never+could be pro. 


permitted hitherto to survive in scattered 
groups of four or five persons, worshipping 
under restrictions of the severest and most 
humiliating kind. Now, by a new law, 
these restrictions have been intensified— 
with the purpose that in the near future 
Russia shal] be divorced absolutely from 
the knowledge and fear of God. This law 
forbids the Churches to undertake educa- 
tional and social work, compels them to 
make regular reports to State officials, and 
forbids priests and ministers to preach 
outside their own parishes.

It is reported that since Bolshevism seized 
power the evangelical Christians actually 
have extended their influence among the 
peasants and city workers, and that during 
recent weeks many young people, formerly 
Communists, have been baptised. England 
has no right to interfere in the affairs of 
Russia, and we suppose that Scripture’s 
injunction applies even to a Bolshevist 
Cesar; but England, as a Christian 
country, has every right to say that she 
will have no traffic with a Government 
which disowns God and harries His 
worshippers. Indeed, her Churches might 
be expected to urge upon her politicians 
their positive duty to refuse trade with an 
aggressively Godless State.

MR. T. J. HOGAN. 


A correspondent writes: The death of Mr. 
Thomas John Hogan, Inspector of Taxes, 
whose passiig away at his residence, Harry- 
mount, Prospect road, Glasnevin, was 
announced on Friday last, removes one of the 
best-known and most popular figures in the 
Free State Civil Service. He had the gift of 
inspiring affection, and the transparent 
honesty and kindliness of the man had won 
him hosts of frends inside and outside of 
ofice. Indeed there were many of those out- 
side who saw the sole justification for the 
income tax in the fact that he had something 
to do with it; but his concern was the tax 
on his fellow-werkers in the Civil Service, 
and had nothing to do with the public. 

His hobby was sailing—yachts, boats, open 
or sail, even motor boats, anything, in fact, 
which had to do with the water lay near his 
heart. An Athlone man, he was brought 
up that way; and all his life his active in 
terest in the way of sport had to do with the 
water, especially with the Shannon, and most 
intimately with Lough Ree. To meet him 
there, or on Lough Boderg, or Lough Derg, 
was to realise how deep was his affection for 
the Shannon, and for its yachting and sailing 
clubs, and how anxious he was that, strangers 
to the West should be made at home. He 
had quite a little fleet of his own, and the 
name of one boat of his—the Martlet—comes 
up in mind as a frequent competitor at 
Shannon regattas. 

When his duties brought him to Dublin it 
was natura! that he should join in sport here. 
He sailed at Clontarf and Kingstown, and 
was a member of most of the sailing clubs— 
the Royal Alfred Yacht Club, for one; the 
Seapoint Boating Club, of which he was 
vice-president for a time; the Clontarf Yacht 
and Boat Ciub, and the Dublin Bay Sailing 
Club. His prinicpal boat was the Oreen, 
which he disposed of a few years ago, when 
ill-health overtook him. His health, indeed, 
had been an anxiety to his friends for the 
past couple of years. He was missed in this

COMPANY WANTS STATE 
SUBSIDY, 


“og inauguration of a Dublin-London 
ally air service in return for a State 
subsidy of 2s. 6d. a ton mile is the 
essence of the scheme for the promotion 
of civil aviation submitted some time ago 
to the Free State Executive Council by 
members of the Irish Aero Club, who 
have formed a company for its develop- 
ment. Nothing has been heard of the 
scheme recently, but there is reason for 
stating that it is ‘being subjected to 
investigation by an inter-departmental 
committee, and that the Government’s 
decision upon it is likely to be made 
known in. the near future. 

If we reckon the journey from Dublin to 
London at 300 miles, it is estimated that 
the yearly mileage would be 200,000 
miles; and, on the basis of 2s. 6d. a mile, 
the State subsidy would work out at 

,000 a year. 

The daily service would be between 
Baldonnel and Croydon by triple-engined 
“achines, which would leave Dublin at 
8 a.m. and return at 6 p.m. The single 
journey, it is planned, would take only 
three hours, and the fare would be about 
the same as the first class fare at present 
chargeable by the land-sea route. The 
pilots. for the new services, it is sug- 
gested, would be provided from . the 
Defence Forces, the proposal being that 
a number of men placed on the reserve 
would be recruited to train as commercial 
pilots. the training to be at the cost of 
the air company. 


AERIAL TAXIS. 

Further proposals in the scheme are the 
establishment of an inter-city service in 
the Free State, the establishment of 
Queenstown as an air terminal, and the 
inauguration of a hire service of “express 
aerial taxis.’

CHALRMEN TO LOSE

A special Committee of the Free State 
Senate, appointed last February to re- 
consider the salaries of the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman, has recommended that the 
salary of the former shall be reduced 
from £1,700 to £1,200 and that of the 
Vice-Chairman from £1,000 to £750 a 
year. 

The Committee, 
Senators J, C. 


which consisted of 
Dowdall (Chairman), 
Joseph Connolly, Henry S. Guinness, 
Thomas Linehan, Sean Milroy, J. T. 
O'Farrell, and Bernard O'Rourke, reports 
in the following terms :— 

“The special Committee, having taken 
into consideration the duties involved in 
the offices of Chairman and Vice-Chair- 
man, and having considered the amounts 
paid to the Speakers or Chairmen in the 
Parliaments of the Dominion of Canada, 
the Commonwealth of Australia, the 
Dominion of New Zealand, and the 
Union of eg Africa, recommend that 
in future the amount payable to the 
Chairman be at the rate of £1,200 per 
annum, and to the Vice-Chairman at the 
rate of £750 per annum.”’ 

The Committee held only two meetings. 
At the first Mr. J. C. Dowdall was 
appointed Chairman, and at the second 
Mr. H. 8S. Guinness proposed that the 
remuneration of the Chairman of the 
‘House be £1,200, while Mr. O'Rourke pro- 
posed £1,000. Four members of the Com- 
mittee voted for the first proposal, only 
Senators Connolly and O’Rourke support- 
ing the second. The Committee accord- 
ingly decided to recommend that in future 
the Chairman's salary be £1,200 a year. 
Mr, Sean Milroy then proposed that the 
Vice-Chairman’s salary be reduced to £750 
a year, and this proposal was unanimously 
adopted. 

It may be remembered that recently the 
Dail passed a resolution suggesting that 
a committee be set up to consider the 
question of considering the. amount of 
allowances to be paid to members of the 
Senate.

THANK-OFFERING. 


ANONYMOUS GIFT OF 
£105,000. 

An anonymous donor, who wishéd to 
express his gratitude and relief at the 
recovery of the King, has made the 
munificent offer of a gift of 100,000 
guineas, which he hopes will be the 
nucleus of a fund by which the nation 
as a whole can express its joy at the 
King’s return to health. 

The donor's suggestion that the proceeds 
of the special Thank-offering Fund should 
be administ red by the King Edward's 
Hospital Fund for London has been 
adopted. This announcement is made in 
a letter by the hon. secretaries of the 
fund, who add that special arrangements 
contributions can be earmarked for the 
purchase of radium. 

The anonymous donor, who signed him- 
self “Audax,” in his letter to Lord 
Stamfordham, the King’s private secre- 
tary, said :— 

‘If agreeable to His Majesty, I suggest 
setting aside, over a period of seven years, 
a sum which would benefit the King’s fund 
to the total amount of 100,000 guineas, and 
my hope would be that this gift would form 
the nucleus of a large Thank-offering Fund. 
In that event I would ask vou to send on 
this letter to King Edward’s Hospital 
Fund.” ' 

Lord Stamfordham consulted the King, 
and the following letter was sent to the 
fund by him :— 

Drar Sins,—I enclose a letter which | 
have received from a correspondent, who, as 
vou will see, desires to remain anonymous. 
His Majesty greatly appreciates the kindly 
thought and the generosity of “‘Audax,’’ and 
shares the hope expressed by the donor that 
this gift may form the nucleus of a larger 
fund. 

The King's illness has brought home to 
him more clearly than ever before the re- 
sources of modern medicine,-and the value ol 
devoted nursing. 

Mdical science owes much of its develop- 
ment to the great hospitals which also con- 
stitute admirable training ground for the 
pursing profession. 

From personal knowledge, extending over 
many years—for upwards of ten of which the 
King was President of King Edward's 
Hospital Fund—His Majesty is confident that 
‘‘Audax’s’’ noble gift—and whatever may 
result from it—will be used by the Council 
to the best advantage of the London hospitals, 
whose beneficial work for the community ex- 
tends beyond the metropolis and exerts a 
powerful influence far and wide.—Yours, very 
truly.

RADIUM FOR CANCER. 


APPEAL FOR £150,000, 

The Times publishes the following letter, 
signed by the President of the Royal 
College of Physicians and the Royal 
College of Surgeons, and other members 
of the medical profession :— 

It is now established that in the treatment 
of cancer radium is an essential instrument ; 
month by. month this becomes more manifest. 
The medical profession in its attack upon 
cancer is seriously hampered by the grievous 
insufficiency of the supply of radium im this 
country, And it is well to remember that 
this disease is not confined to those 
who are worn by age or debility, but 
attacks vigorous men and women iv 
the full plenitude of their _usetulness. 

This fact is illustrated bv the statement 
that 4,000 women, many of them mothers 
of families, die yearly in England and Wales 
from cancer of the womb. The need for 
radium is great and urgent, and the supply 
is altogether inadequate to meet the need. 
There thus exists a grave situation. Human 
life is at stake—and with it the nation’s 
reputation. 

In these circumstances we ask to be 
allowed to appeal through your columns to 
the whole nation ‘for the money wherewith 
to purchase radium on a scale adequate for 
this pressing purpose. Radium is, however, 
very costly, and a large sum of money will 
be needed. To secure an adequate supply 
for present and forthcoming needs, there wil! 
be required £250,000.

to make a grant of £1 for every 
£1 subseribed up ‘to a limit of 
£100,000, so that our appeal to the 
generosity of the country is for £150,000. The 
radium will be bought and held by a body of 
trustees which has the: confidence alike of His 
Majesty's Government and the medical pro- 
fession.

TWO YUGO-SLAVS SHOT 
DEAD.

A Yugo-Slav schoolmaster and a High 
School boy were shot by gendarmes as 
they attempted to escape across the frontier 
this morning into Austrian territory.

TOTAL ECLIPSE OF 
THE SUN. 
—— +> —— 
INTEREST IN THE UNITED 
STATES, 

Revuren’'s ConresPonvest- 
NEW YORK (By, Mail). 
Much interest is being taken in the 

I?nited States in the total eclipse of the 

sun on May 9th, especially in view of the 

fact that it will he one of the longest 
eclipses on record, lasting five minutes. 

The total eclipse begins at sunrise in 
the south-western portion of the Indian 
(Crean, not far from the African coast. 
Then it sweeps right across the sea in a 
north-easterly direction, never touching 
any land until it strikes the northern tip 
of the island of Sumatra. There a Dutch 
astronomical expedition will await it, 
living in huts for veeks preparing their 
instruments. 

DAWN TO DARK IN FIVE YEARS. 

The path of the eclipse next passes 
through Siam, the Malay State of Kedah, 
Cochin China, where French astronomers 
are already waiting. and the Philippines. 
It is thought that the weather conditions 
will give the best visibility in the 
Philippines, and the United States naval 
observatory astronomers are proceeding 
there. Harvard is sending an expedition 
to the Malay peninsula. 

The greater part of the path of the 
total eclipse is over water. It begins at 
dawn in the Indian Ocean, and its speed 
is so great that-it meets the sunset five 
hours and fifteen minutes later far away 
in the Eastern Pacific. 

A partial eclinse will be visible over a 
considerable portion of Southern Africa, 
India, part of China, much of Japan and 
most of Australia. 


ADRIFT IN THE 
ATLANTIC. 


BRITISH STEAMER’S 
PLIGHT. 
From “ Tug Times" CORRFSPONDENT, 
NEW YORK, Sunday. 

The British steamer Inchdairnie (6,596 
tons), which left Plymouth on March 
22nd for Pensacola and was damaged on 
April 3rd in an encounter with heavy ice 
off the coast of Nova Scotia, yesterday 
sent 1% wireless message which reached 
Norfolk, Virginia, ria St. Thomas ( West 
India), that she was drifting helplessly 
in the Atlantic 500 miles east of Bermuda 
and 1,000 miles south-east of Hampton 
Roads, without coal or food for her crew 
of 32. 

The message asked the United States 
coastguard service to broadcast informa-

THE DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE. 
NEW LEGISLATION 
PROPOSED. 


ORIGINAL ACT TO BE 
REPEALED, 


-“ 


From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPON DENT. 


Thirty vears wave elapsed since the 
British Parliament passed an Act estab- 
lishing the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction in Ireland. During 
that period the Department has carried on 
a great deal of work, which, since the 
Irish Free State came into being, has been 
delegated to other Government depart- 
ments, such as technical instruction and 
fishenes. 

The work of technical instruction is now 
dealt with by the Department of Educa- 
tion, while that of fisheries is carried on 
by a special department. Each of these 
departments, like that concerned solelv 
with agriculture, now has a Minister at 
its head, and, recognising that the Act of 
Parliament establishing the Department 
of Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
in 1899 is out of date, the Free State 
Government, [ understand, propose to 
repeal the original Act and introduce such 
legislation as will regularise the positian 
of the Department of Agriculture as it 
exists. 


TRANSFER OF POWERS, 

One object of the proposed legislation 
will be to transfer the powers now vested 
in the Department of Agriculture to the 
Minister of that Department for the time 
being. The existing Act provides for a 
Vice-President as nominal head. a Board 
of Agriculture and a Council of Agricul- 
ture. 

The old Council was an advisory body, 
which held half-yearly meetings, and made 
suggestions to the Board. Some of these 


| ideas were adopted. and even assumed 


legislative form, while others made their 
appearance on the agenda every year with 
out effect. 


RECENT ACTS. 

Since the Irish Free State Government 
was established there has been no meeting 
of the Council of Agriculture. but de- 
cisions previously reached by the Couneil 
have been put into effect by Acts of the 
Oireachtas, with remarkably good results. 
These Acts inclnde the Live-stock Breed- 
ing Act, the Dairy Produce Act, the Ageri- 
cultural Produce (Eggs) Act, which show 
that our home Parliament has more than 
replaced the Conncil of Agriculture, be- 
eause the Council could only advise the 
joard, now represented by the Minister 
tor Agriculture, whereas the Oireachtas 
can carry out the wishes of the people. 

In connection with the Acts just men- 
tioned, it should be remembered that there 
are Consultative Councils, whose advice is 
sought by the Minister and chiefs of the 
department in the event of any contem 
plated changes in fhe law. That would 
seem to dispense with the necessity for 
forming a new Council of Agriculture. 
especially as most of the members of the 
Dail are associated with farming. and are 
thus able to bring the views of their con- 
stituents directly before the Minister. 


COUNTY COMMITTEE’S POWERS. 


County Committees of Agriculture will 


+ be reconstituted and given wider powers 


as. regards raising rates for carrying on 
the work. A substantial sum will. as 
hitherto, be provided by the Department 
of Agriculture. and consequently county 
schemes will he subject to a certain 
amount of control as at present. 

Under the Local Government Act. 1925, 
the officers who have been engaged in the 
work of agriculture and technical jnstruc- 
tion have their positions as regards pen 
ston rights secured, and the bill now on 
the stocks will not, [ understand, interfere 
with these rights. 

On the face of it. the reconstitution of 
the Department of Agriculture seems to 
be desirable. The onlv material change 
will be to show that a department con- 
fined to agriculture exclusively is a neces- 
sitv, even though the Department of 
Education has charge of such establish- 
ments as the Albert College Farm, Glas- 
nevin

Telling the story of their great non-stop 
flight from England to India in the 
R.A.F. monoplane. Squadron-Leader

once or twice in five hours did they catch 
a glimpse of the ground. 

The passage down the Perian Gulf was 
remarkable for the extraordinarily bad 
weather met with. which reduced the 
aeroplane’s speed to an average of sixty 
five miles an hour. 

After passing over Karachi the airme 
flew south for about ninetv miles, bu: 
shortage of petrol and a further bad head 
wind caused them to return to Karachi 
as they found that thev had not sufficient 
fuel left to enable them to beat the world 
“ record.”’ 

They added that during the flight. 
which but for very bad luck would have 
beaten the “ record.” the machine and its 
engine behaved splendidlr.

BISHOP ON THE ROTARY 
IDEAL. 


Addressing a crowded congregation of 
Rotarians assembled at Bournemouth for the 
annual conference of the Rotary International 
of Great Britain and Ireland, at St. Peter's 
Church, Bournemouth, yesterday, the Bishop 
of Winchester characterised the Rotary ideal 
('“ service, not self’) as following the present- 
day thought on international and industrial 
relations.

FAMILY PARTIES AMONG THE 

VICTIMS. 

The party which set off so happily on 
Saturday morning to support the Reading 
team, who were playing Chelsea in 
London, was mainly composed of 
employés of Messrs. H. and G. Simonds, 
the Reading brewers: and the tragedy on 
the return journey was heightened by the 
fact that several married couples, and 
family parties were among the victims. 
Mrs. Herbert is dead, her husband is in 
hospital. Mr. and Mrs. Morris died 
together in the blazing char-a-banc. 

The disaster occurred so quickly that 
before some of the occupants realised what 
had happened they were surrounded by 
smoke and fierce flames. One passenger, 
a youth of about 18, was sitting beside 
the driver, and all that he remembers is 
a sudden burst of flames, which singed his 
hair. Somehow or other he fell out of the 
door of the char-a-banc. dragging a woman 
after him. Fortunately, he was not 
seriously hurt. 

SUDDEN BURST OF FLAMES. 

Immediately after the accident the 
driver rushed to the Horse and Groom, 
Hare Hatch, only a short distance away, 
and telephoned for the police, doctors and 


the fire brigade. He stated afterwards that 


he became suddenly enveloped in flames, 
and was dragged from his seat in the nick 
of time. 

The Sonning Fire Brigade rushed to the 
scene, only to find the vehicle a mass of 
flames, which soon reduced it to a charred 
wreck, There were three or four doors in 
the char-a-banc, and thus most of the 
passengers weré able to get owtvemickly, 
but not before they had received hurt of 
some kind, and so fierce were the flames 
that they caught several people who were 
unable to get clear, and these were so 
badly burned that it was many hours 
before they could be identified. Doctors 
from near-by villages and the firemen 
worked heroically in dealing with the 
injured. 

A WOMAN’S BRAVERY. 


Stories of self-sacrifice are many, but 


none more touching than that of ane 
woman who was terribly burned. She was 
lying on the roadside with her clothes 
burned off when the fire brigade arrived, 
and when they lifted her to dress her

DISARMAMENT. . | 


SIR A. CHAMBERLAIN AND 
MR. GIBSON’S SPEECH.

A CORDIAL WELCOME,

Sir Austen Chamberlain, Foreign Secretary, 
made special reference to the declaration on 
naval disarmament made by Mr. Gibson, the 
United States representative at Geneva, in 
his speech at Nostel Priory, Wakefield, on 
Saturday last. 

hope, he said, that many of you will 
have read for yourselves the notable declara- 
tion made by Mr. Gibson, the principal 
representative of the Government of the 
United States. It is notable in*many wavs. 
It has, I think, paved the ‘way for a real 
advance in that movement towards dis- 
armament which all. the world desires and 
needs.- But it has a special interest for us, 
because it shows once again how close in 
these matters are the policies of the United 
States and of Great Britain, and how similar 
is our outlook and our point of view. 

Mr. Gibson dwelt on the importance which 
the signature of the Kellogg Pact had for 
the problem of disarmament.. I agree with 
him. It is something like four years ago 
that, speaking in the Assembly of the League 
at Geneva, I said that moral disarmament 
was a preliminary to physical disarmament of 
the nations. Mr. Gibson, expressing the 
opinion of his Government and of President 
Hoover, dwells upon the new outlook 
which we ought all to bring to these 
matters, in the light of the solemn engage- 
ment which we mb taken, not to have 
recourse to war as an instrument of policy. 

But our agreement does not stop there. 
Mr. Gibson defines the purpose and the 
object of the United States as being to 
secure in the naval field, not merely 
limitation of armaments, but reduction of 
armaments, and a reduction which shall not 
be applied to this or that class only, but 
shall be applied to everv class of war vessel. 
I have already in the House of Commons, 
the Prime Minister has already in the 
country, expressed our full adherence to, and 
our acceptance of, this policy so delared by 
the United States. Between them and us 
there is no differene of purpose, no difference 
of principle. © We, too, desire not merely 
limitation, but reduction of armaments. 
We, too, desire not merely a partial reduc- 
tion applied to-certain classes of warships. 
but a reduction applied throughout 
the whole field of naval construction. 
between them and us, I do 
not hesitate to declare my _ profound 
conviction that at no time would an arrange- 
ment have been difficult, as between them 
and us war is a ccntingency that no sane or 
responsible man will contemplate as a possi- 
bility of the policy which he pursues. 


THE DIFFICULTY. 

If we had to consider only their needs 
and ours, long ago we could have made a 
broad and large gentlemen’s agreement ex- 
pressive of the confidence that we have in 
one another; of the confidence that we have 
that each of us signed these international un- 
dertakings in good faith, and with the re- 
solve to keep them in the spirit as well as 
in the letter. We could have said to them: 
‘Trusting to you that you build what is re- 
quired for the necessities of your defences,”’ 
and in considering our defences we do not 
have to consider the naval forces of the 
United States. It was not between us two, 
or if we had stood alone because of our 
particular cireumstances, that a difficulty 
arose. It was because we had to find some 
rule which could be applied to our diverse 
circumstances, and, at the same time, would 
be applicable to all the great navies of the 
world. i 

What was the problem? —I stated it last 
February in words which I venture to re- 
peat to-day, Jt is not whether the United 
that under present circumstances to repeat 
States Navy should be equal to our own; we 
have accepted fully and without reservation 
parity with the United States. It was not 
that they wanted reduction and we did not. 
We desire reduction as earnestly as they. 


‘The problem,” I said, “is to find some 


equation by which we can measure naval 
strength, so that the parity which both 
nations desire may be reathefl, and reached 
at a level which indicates not any increase in 
the armaments of the world, but a redne- 
tion.” 

And the significance, the importante, and 
hopefulness of the statement which Mr, 
Gibson made the other day is that bv sug?est- 
ing new criteria of comparison, he has made 
it easier to find a standard by which reduc. 
tion may be fixed, whilst taking accovnt of 
the different cireumstances and the different 
needs of the Powers which are concerned. 

LAND ARMAMENTS. 

“ But Mr. Gibson made a second, and, in 
its way, an equally remarkable contribution 
to this problem only yesterday. He tnrned 
rom naval armaments to land armaments. 
Again observe how similar is the standpoint 
and the outlook of the United States to that 
of our own country. He said, speaking on 
the question of trained reserves, that the 
Government of the Tnited States would have 
desired that those trayned reserves should be 
included im any scheme for limitation and 
reduction But recognisiny that the United 
States, which, like this country, maintains 
hut a very small army—scarcely more than a 
police force equivalent to the duties which it 
bas to discharge—realising that countries so 
situated could not dictate to the great 
military nations of the Continent with their 
different systems and different trad'tions— Mr 
Gibson said that. while that was the desire 
of the United States, they would not insist 
upuon it in deference to the feelings and 
traditions of other countries, in the hope that 
by yielding their view, those other countries 
would be led to make a great step forward in 
the direction in which they all desire to move. 

“I call your attention to that, because only 
last summer His Majesty's Government and 
myself were the victims, or the objects, at 
any rate, of unmeasured denunciation and 
even vituperation by both the other Parties 
in the State, because we had said and done 
exactly what Mr. Gibson said and did yester- 
day at Geneva. We were told that we had 
made disarmament impossible. We were told 
that, worse than that, we had definitely 
separated ourselves frdm the United States. 
and created a real divergence between thew 
policy and ours. 

“Now we see that, moved by the 
same desire to make progress, to find 
the lines on which progress may be made, 
Mr, Gibson makes a 1 ó sg at Geneva for 
which we were denounced when we made it a 
year ago. 

I do not wish to pretend that all difficulties 
are over. We have still a long way to go. 
We have many obstacles to overcome, but I 
hail the American action at Geneva in these 
last days as a hopeful sign of ultemate success, 
and as having made a most valuable con- 
tribution to the cause of disarmament and 
peace, 

Sir Austen referred to Mr. Snowden’s de- 
nunciation of the Balfour Note as “an in 
famous Note.”’ 

And he went on—‘‘ It has been the charter 
of European reconstruction ever since. It has 
been the stable foundation on which every 
international arrangement for the settlement 
of debts or reparations has been founded. 
Repudiation sounds easy, but once estab- 
lished, repudiation wil] not remain as a policy 
abroad. It will be brought into domestic 
affairs, and the whole basis of public and 
private faith will be destroyed, or at least 
jeopardised.” | :

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TRIAL. 
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ASSIZE JURY'S FINDS 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

The jury of ‘the Assize Court of Aix «n 
Provence is of the opinion that the inten- 
tion undoubtedly constitutes the crime. 

A woman named Negrel, who persuaded 
her lover, a farm labourer named Jaume. 
to kill her husband, has been sentenced 
to ten years’ penal servitude, while the 
murderer has been sentenced to ohly 
seven years. The crime itself was, in 
many respects, the repetition of a recent 
crime near Beauvais, where a faithless 
farmer's wife engineered the murder of 
her husband. 

M. and Mme. Negrel had a farm at 
Pennes.Mirabeau. aume entered their 
service in 1921, and five years later won 
the favours of the farmer's wife. 

The judge recalled that Mme. Negre] 


só far organiged the crime that she wrote 


down her instructions for Jaume on a 
iece oí paper, adding verbally, “ Kill 
fim like you killed the chicken.” It 
was, however, found that Mme. Negrel 
was, to a certain extent, mentally irre 
sponsible. . 

Pathetic evidence was given by the 
grandparents of Jaume, also employés of 
the murdered man. The old grandfather 
gave his evidence haltingly, having asked 
to be allowed to speak in Provengal, his 
native tongue, which was refused him. 


MODERNISING THE 
RAILWAYS. 
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MR. CHURCHILL’S BELIEF. 


The relations of the British Empire with 
all the civilised Powers of the world were of 
unbroken friendship, said Mr. Winston 
Churchill, speaking at Sevenoaks, Kent, on 
Saturday. 

“1 do not count,’ added Mr. Churchill, 
‘‘the scum that have seized upon the once 
great Empire of Russia.” 

During that. four and a half years for 
which the Government had been responsible, 
declared Mr. Churchill, very marked pro- 
gress had been achieved in almost every 
branch and aspect of British 
The savings of the people had increased, 
and the balance of Ns a had moved de- 
finitely in their favour. The amount of 
credit and capital available for new enter- 
prises had markedly grown. 


THE GENERAL STRIKE. 

Amidst this period of rest and recupera- 
tion the country was struck the foul blow of 
the general strike. It was probable that but 
for the general strike and the coal stoppage 
unemployment would already have been re- 
duced to normal proportions. At any rate, 
before the strike the figure had fallen below 
a million. 

Great as were the efforts that ought to be 
made to conquer unemployment, let them 
not elevate the unemployment problem out 
of all proportion to the whole of the rest of 
British national affairs. Of the figure of 
1,150,000 unemployed, 600,000 was the pre- 
war normal figures, and those would have 
come under the benefits of the Insurance 
Act. Women and juveniles accounted for 


260,000. That left a total of about 300,000. 


MODERNISING THE RAILWAYS. 

Mr. Lloyd George came forward and told 
them that he would cure unemployment by 
borrowing £200,000,000 and spending it on 
roads and telephones. Far better would he a 
policy for the greater development of their 
railroads. The money could only be spent 
upon the roads in the most wasteful fashion. 
lt would practically paralyse their roads while 
it was being spent. If ten thousand bridges 
were to be rebuilt within two years then, 
indeed, they would have to use the railways. 

There must be the modernisation by ever 
means in their power, scientific and údaí 
of the equipment of British industry. He had 
heen able to do something in the Budget for 
the railways, but they were only at the he- 
ginning of the modernisation and re-equip- 
ment of the railways, which would do far 
more for the heavy industries of the country, 
and for trade in general, than the develop- 
ment of roads. Their roads were already | 
best in Europe, but their railways were 
capable of very great modernisation. 
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DEATH OF MR. AUSTIN 
STACK. 


HIS PART IN SINN FEIN 
POLITICS. 


Mr. Austin Stack, of Seabank, Strand road, 
Merrion, Dublin, died last Saturday in the 
private nursing home, 36 Eccles street, 
Dublin. He had been ill for some time and 
had undergone an operation. 

Mr. Stack, who was the eldest son of the 
late Mr. William Moore Stack, of Tralee, was 
closely associated with the Sinn Fein move- 
ment, and was one of the leading members 
of the Irish Volunteers, an organisation in 
which he was a Commandant in Tralee area. 
He was arrested. after the landing of Sir 
coger Casement, and was imprisoned in 
Tralee, He was courtmartialled and sen- 
tenced to death after the rebellion of Easter 
week, 1916, but his sentence was commuted 
to one of penal servitude for life. Mr. Stack 
was released in July, 1917. 

Mr. Stack was elected one of the hon. 
secretaries of the reorganised Sinn Fein in 
October, 1917; and in December of the fol- 
lowing year he headed the poll in the Dail 
Eireann elections in West Kerry, and was 
Minister for Home Affairs in the first and 
second Dail Eireann. He was re-elected at 
every election until 1927, when he declined 
6 go forward as a candidate. Mr. Stack 
was one of the members of the Dail Eireann 
Labinet who opposed the Anglo-Irish Treaty. 
He was leader of a hunger strike in Bel- 
fast Prison in 1920, and! he took an active 
part in the Free State civil war, in the 
course of which he was captured near Slieve- 
namon in 1923. Mr. Stack was an enthv- 
Siastic Gaelic footballer, and was captain of 
the Kerry Gaelic foothall team which won 
the All-Ireland championship on three suc- 
cessive occasions.

The “ singling’’ of the line is regarded in 
Waterford as not only disadvantageous, but 
‘ajurious to trade interests. It is claimed 
that the halving of the line will reduce 
Waterford’s trade by approximately fifteen to 
twenty per cent.

(From OUR Financia CORRESPONDENT.) 


Indications pointing to a revival of specu- 
Jative activity in America will be watched 
with particular interest, not merely because 
of the effect upon international securities 
dealt in both in London and New York, but 
because the high money rates on the other 
side resulting from active speculation are the 
principal, if an indirect, cause of the recent 
rise in Continental bank rates. In order to 
finance Stock Exchange speculation, America 
levies a tribute upon her European debtors, 
and the process tends to increase the difficulty 
of those debtors in renewing short-term dollar 
loans. In this way a drain of gold from 
Europe to America is threatened, and the only 
protective weapon is dearer money. In a 
period of less than three months the bank 
rates of England, Austria, Germany, Hun- 
cary, Italy, Holland and Poland have been 
slvanced. In some of those countries money 
rates are almost excessive. German banks 
can get 7 or 74 p.c. without difficulty on 
first-class securities, while according to a 
Warsaw telegram the private share banks in 
Pcland have increased their discount rate to 
13} p.c. and the co-operation banks to 15 p.c. 
That speculation in America may be reviving 
appears to be indicated’ by the fact that last 
week the call loan rate touched 12 p.c. 


- 
LONDON MAY BE AFFECTED. 


This hardening of money rates in the inter- 
national markets must tel] upon London in 
the end, especially in view of world require- 
r.onts for finance later on in order to move 
the crops. Cheaper money, such as the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer appears to have 
hel in his mind in framing his estimates of 
the cost of the debt service this year, 1s most 
unlikely, and some authorities consider that 
we shal] be fortunate if we get through the 
vear with the present official ' minimum. 
These matters do not interest the ordinary 
iavestor, but they may have an important 
bearing upon the future of gilt-edged stocks, 


AN UNCERTAIN OUTLOOK, 


All things considered, it is rather difficult 
to take an optimistic view of the prospects of 
hetter business on the Stock Exchange in the 
near future. As indicated, the monetary 
situation may give cause for fresh uneasiness 
before very long, despite the recent down- 
ward tendency of discount rates in London. 
The deadlock reached in the matter of Ger- 
man reparations is having an adverse in- 
fluence upon Paris and probably some other 
European centres, and at home we have the 
great uncertainty connected with the ap- 
proaching General Election. In the present 
state of affairs an investor would be well 
advised in restricting his interest to asfety- 
first stocks. Political considerations may 
cause some; decline in prices of such 
securities, but the fall will pro- 
hably be temporary only. British Govern- 
ment and municipal stocks, railway 
prior charges and preference and debenture 
issues of strong commercial and other com- 
panies yield a certain fixed income at to-day’s 
prices, and, presumably, people who hold 
them on such terms are content. Even if 
prices fall substantially the return would be 
the same, 


POLICY OF INVESTORS, 


Some of the more nervous investors may be 
considering whether they can avoid this pos- 
sible temporary depreciation of capital. They 
may be tempted to transfer funds to 
America, Canada, or some other country out- 
side Great Britain; but such a course is 
scarcely to be recommended. American 
securities, broadly speaking, give a smaller 
return than British stocks, and the yield is 
probably little better in Canada, while the 
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cost of transfer must be taken into account. 
High yields can be obtained in Europe, but 
only with a certain amount of risk, and the 
cautious investor wishes if possible to avoid 
that. On the whole, it is better to stick to 
sound British securities in the hope of Jess 
anxious times in the future. What is very 
clear is that the present 1s not a suitable 
time in which to engage in purely speculative 
operations. We may see occasional sharp 
movements in prices originating from New 
York, but there is very little likelihood of a 
resumption of that buoyancy in the specula- 
tive sections of the House which was so 
noticeable a feature of last year’s stock 
markets. Where purely speculative stocks are 
being held for the chance of a revival of 
activity, it might be well to consider the ad- 
visability of lightening the load. 


BRAZILIAN BONDS, 


Last week’s fall in Brazilian Government 
bonds is somewhat disquieting, especially as 
no definite development has occurred to 
account for it. The weakness of Paris, re- 
sulting from the rise in the German bank 
rate and the reparations deadlock, may be 
partly responsible, but evidently there is 
some misgiving as to the ability of the 
Brazilian Government to maintain the cur- 
rency stabilisation policy and also the coffee 
valorisation scheme. Unfortunately, Brazil 
largely depends upon one particular commo- 
dity, coffee, and unless this is sold in big 
quantities, at good prices, difficulty will be 
experienced in meeting the heavy service of 
the external debt, a service that now includes 
the operation of the sinking fund. It is very 
likely that a new loan will be necessary to 
tide over a difficult period, and the prospect 
of this, naturally, has a weakening effect 
upon existing securities. How prices of some 
of the loans have fallen from the year’s 
highest will be gathered from the following 
comparison ;-—

The decline has been most. severe in the last 
issue, the 6; per cent, Bonds, perhaps be- 
cause this loan was not very well placed. 
At the present price the yield on this par- 
ticular security is only wr less than 7 per 
cent., without allowing for accrued interest 
or redemption. This means that the Govern. 
ment would probably have to pay at least 
7 per cent. for any fresh borrowing. The 
present position shows how unwise it is 
for a country to depend so much upon the 
production and marketing of one particular 
commodity. 


DUNLOP RUBBERS. 


Shareholders in this company are probably 
wondering whether it is advisable to retain 
their interest or sell now on the chance 
of a further fall in the price. For the 
present it would be well to await the chair- 
man’s statement at the forthcoming meeting. 
Some light may then be thrown upon one 
or two matters at present obscure. Informa- 
tion will probably be sought regarding the 
extent to’ which the company has been 
affected by competition, owing to the opera- 
tion of factories in this country by such 
undertakings as the Michelin and the Good- 
year. It would also be interesting if the 
chairman made clear the company’s position 
as a rubber producer in relation to that of 
a manufacturer, while shareholders will cer- 
tainly wish to know why it is intended to 
issue an additional 3,000,000 ordinary shares. 
The business isa very great one undoubtedly, 
with tremendous possibilities. The 6s. 8d. 
shares are at present quoted nearly 20s., and, 
allowing for the vear’s dividend in the price, 
the indicated yield is a little over 7 per cent.

A DIFFICULT YEAR. 

Mr. D. J. Cogan, Chairman, presided at 
the meeting of the Hibernian Fire and 
General Insurance Co., Ltd., which was held 
on Saturday in the head office, Dame street, 
Dublin. There was a good attendance. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report and statement of acounts, said 
that aili the year Mr. Frederick 5. 
Myerscough had accepted an invitation irom 
the directors to join the board. He was an 
undoubted acquisition to its membership. 
They had experienced some vicissitudes in 
the course of the year. The three great 
elements of nature—fire, water and air—had 
caused great destruction and loss of life all 
over the world, and they had not escaped 
their share of participation in the throes of 
the destructive cauldron. Their losses, he 
very much regretted to say, were abnormally 
heavv during the course of the year 1928 
(which in the history of that company might 
he described as a black letter year), those 
in the fire department showing a ratio of 
54.19, as against 44.16 the previous year, 
which was the highest point previously 
touched, and of 36.57 two years ago. Pro- 
vision for all expenses has been made, in- 
cluding the payment of a sum of £1,775 to 
the executors of the late Mr. W. A. R. 
Cruise, our Jate general manager, who com- 
muted a proportion of his pension to secure 
that capital payment in the event of his 
death, which took place last September. 
They had generally advanced; the premiums 
had increased, the income from interest was 
greater, and they had added materially to 
their accumulated funds. Last year, after 
deducting the dividend then declared, they 
had a balance on the profit and loss account 
of £19.777. To that add the net interest 
received during the year, amounting to 
£6,113 (against £5,468 a year ago), transfer 
fees £1 6s.; the sum of £25,891 was thus 
obtained, being the total on the debit side 
of the account. If they approved the direc- 
tors’ recommendation to distribute a divi- 
dend calculated at 5 per cent. per annum, 
free of income tax, which would cost £2,000, 
the same as last year, the balane left on the 
account would be £21,023. In purusance 
of the policy initiated by the board, and 
confirmed at their annual meeting last year, 
of establishing a general reserve fund, they 
had added a sum of £3,000 to that fund, 
bringing it up to £10,000. This left a net 
sum of £18,023, which they were carrying 
forward to next account. They might fairly 
strike an optimistic note for the future wel- 
fare of this great Irish company. 

Mr. William Field, ex-M.P., seconding the 
motion, said that he wished to support what 
the Chairman had svid regarding the in- 
creased prosperity of the company. 

The resolution was na‘sed unanimously. 

On the motion cf the Chairman, seconded 
by Mr. Corrigan, a dividend of 5 per cent 
per annum, less McOme tax, was declared 
for the year ended 31st December, 1928. 

The meeting confirmed the appointment 
of Mr. Myerscough as a director of the com- 
pany.

ANOTHER PUBLIC MEETING. 


The adjourned public meeting of protest 
in connection with the action of the Irish Land 
Commission regarding the holding of Mrs. 
Margaret Menton, at Hilltown, was held at 
Swords yesterday evening. 

Mr. P. J. Kettle, who presided, said that, 
in accordance with the demand of the meeting 
of that day week, a deputation interviewed 
President Cosgrave regarding Mrs. Menton’s 
farm to see if he would intervene in the 
matter, and President Cosgrave left them to 
understand that it was not possible for him 
to intervene owing to the fact that the case 
was in the hands of the law. 

Fixity of tenure, said the Chairman, 
apparently had no hold with the present 
Government.

Mr. P. Belton said that President Cosgrave 
had intimated to them that no useful purpose 
would be served by a further interview; in 
other» words, the law must take its course. 
Speal;ing with a knowledge of the Land Act of 
192% and the Acts that preceeded and their 
administration, he declared that the Land 
Commission were wrong in their interpreta- 
tion of the section quoted by President 
Cosgrave, who put the case that under the 
Land Act no tenant was entitled to more than 
£3,000 of an advance from the Land Com- 
mission.

Isolation and disinfection 
ag failed to meet the situation, the 
City ouncil, at its next meeting, will be 
asked to include £300 in the estimates for 
the current year towards the cost of a 
Special scheme for dealing with the 
matter. In a report on the subject, the 
Medical Superintendent Officer of Health 
(Dr, J..C Saunders) points out that a 
moderate estimate of the cost of dealing 
with every case works out at £6, so that 
the present cost of combating the disease 
is about £2,400 annually, and if present 
methods are continued, this amount must 
be doubled if the disease is to be held in 
check, 
_He, therefore, suggests that the muni- 
cipal authorities should treat children, 
whose parents desire to have them 
rende immune to the disease. The 
estimated cost of the treatment would be 
from 2s.. 6d. to 3s. per head, and it is 
hoped that as a result of propaganda in 
the schools, and of advertising, parents 
may be persuaded to have their children 
trea by the new method. ‘If the 
parents can be persuaded to do so,” adds 
Dr. Saunders, “the saving in child-life 
will be considerable ; a large amount of 
crippling diseases (such as heart disease) 
will be prevented ; the spread of diphtheria 


will be checked, and the cost of curative 


treatment, at present so high, will in a 
few years disappear.’’ Diphtheria is more 
prevalent in Cork than in any other city 
in Ireland, and it is for that reason that 
eas measures are needed to deal with

HOSPITAL'S HEALTHY CONDITION. 


The Committee of Management of the 
Cork South Infirmary and Charitable 
Hospital are considering the advisability 
of organising a bazaar in aid, of it, in 
conjunction with a flag day, to be held 
in next September. The accounts for last 
year have not yet been presented, but it 
was stated at the last meeting that on the 
year’s working the institution was about 
£400 to the good, the bank balance having 
been nts from £600 to £200. During 
that period, however, they had spent over 
£5,000 on capital account for necessary 
extensions and improvements, and an 
effort now is being made to put somethin 
against a bank overdraft which woul 
Vase the er in a serious position. 

Mr. R. . Simcox, hon. treasurer, 
stated that during the first three months 
of the present year their total expendi- 
ture of £2,142 had exceeded receipts by 
£660. At this period of the year their 
income was usually low, and therefore 
he did not suggest that they had cause 
for worry, particularly as abnormally cold 
weather had increased their outlay. It 
would be false economy, he said, to 
endeavour to make any “cuts” in the 
amount expended on food—although this 
might seem excessive, but he suggested 
certain reforms in administration, par- 
ticularly in regard to the methods by 
which medicines and surgical appliances 
were obtained. a 

Mr. Richard Wallace said that while it 
might be rather discouraging to find a 
loss of £660 on the first quarter of the 
year, some consolation could be gained 
from the fact that if last year’s work was 
maintained till the close of the year, they 
would be in the healthy position of owing 
the bank nothing.

importance of the port, not only to the 
city, but to the whole Free State, Mr. 
Wallace pointed out that, directly and 
indirectly, the Commissioners controlled 
the administration of £395,000, and last 
year their revenue amounted to £83,000. 
‘In our harbour,’’ he said, “we have 
been handed down a glorious heritage, 
and, for more than a hundred years, since 
the passing of the first Act, the port of 
Cork has stood out prominently in the 
commercial transport of the world.’’. 

Mr. Wallace went on to say that, 
despite all the manipulations and ten- 
dencies to divert traffic from Cork, the 
port had advanced considerably during 
the last two decades, and when present 
projects were completed, important 
advances would have been made. The 
execution of the Tivoli land reclamation 
scheme would provide over 150 acres as 
sites for new factories and warehouses. 
An important feature of this work was 
that not only would there be adequate 
railway facilities, but there would also be 
berthage accommodation for steamers 
with a draft of thirty feet. In order that 
the fullest advantage might be derived 
from this, the River Lee channel would 
be deepened three feet, so that the largest 
of cross-Channel vessels might enter the 
port at all stages of the tide, 

The chairman did not mention the 

tentialities of Cork Harbour for 

evelopment as an air port. In ‘this con- 
nection it may be said that the landing 
stages for seaplanes are marked out, 
and mooring buoys are available at 
Queenstown. Nothing further can be 
done towards the erection of 
hangars, pending the receipt of the 
departmental regulations governing the 
use of these facilities; but, as over three 
hundred trans-Atlantic liners call annually 
at Queenstown, the importance of the plan 
cannot be over-estimated. The possibilities 
of development along this line were de- 
monstrated last August, when Cherbourg 
was reached by seaplane from Cork 
Harbour in less than four hours. 


SLUM DWELLERS’ HOMES. 


The appalling conditions of housing in 
the slum areas of Cork were mentioned at 
the recent annual meeting of the City of 
Cork Indigent Roomkeepers’ Society. It 
was pointed out that, despite the large 
number of houses that had been built 
during the past few years, virtually 
nothing had been done towards the re- 
moval of the present blots on our social 
sysjem. “Good housing conditions are 
essential if our people are to be healthy 
and strong in mind and body,” said the 
Rev. W. E. White in his annual report. 
He deplored the fact that few dwellings 
were available for the poor at rents of 
from 5s. to 7s. 6d. per week. The Rev. 
I. H. McConnell also mentioned this 
problem, and described the conditions in 
the slums of his own parish, where, he 
said, many families were living in one- 
room “homes,” and paying a rent of 12s. 
weekly. 

Three hundred and fourteen cases were 
relieved during the past year—a reduc- 
tion of 32 from the figures for the previous 
twelve months—and, as virtually all the 
cases can be traced to unemployment, the 
importance of the Society's work will 
be realised. 

It is to be hoped that generous support 
will be given to the appeal made for in- 
creased subscriptions. 

The thanks of the Society are due. not 
only to the Hon. Secretary (the Rev. 
W. E. White) and the Hon, Treasurer 
(Mr. W. C. Cooke), but also to Miss Biggs, 
Miss Gibson, and Miss Jermyn, who have 
been indefatigable in their work on behalf 
of the poor. 


BLACKPOOL MILLS. 


Inquiries which I have made during the 
past few days have failed to call forth 
any official confirmation of the rumour 
that the premises of the Cork Spinning 
and Weaving Co., Ltd., at Blackpool had 
been sold, and were shortly to be re- 
opened. The rumour probably was insp'red 
by the hope that some continental firm 
would try to get inside the tariff wall 
recently erected in aid of the Free State 
woollen manufacturers, The Blackpool 
mill was the only linen factory in the 
Irish Free State, and when it was closed 
some years ago hundreds of families who 
had been connected with the industry for 
generations were affected. Numerous efforts 
to re-start the industry have failed, and 
last year portion of the property and a 
large quantity of the machinery and 
fittings were sold by the liquidator. 

I have been informed, however, that 
boilers and other power plant have been 
retained, and that the building itself has 
been maintained in first-class condition. 
“Virtually no expense ón structural 
alterations would be inofirred by any 
purchaser,” said the loeál agent of the 
Bank of Ireland, in hose hands the 
property now is, “and she premises could 
easily be adapted to m¢et the requirements 
of any industry.”

It was a pity thar the first rainy afternoon for 
a long time should coincide with the first Sailing 
match of the season, the opening race of the Water 
Wags at Kingstown.

York, with 260 boxes of pork and 1,238 boxes 
of meat; and the Thorpe Grange, from Rio 
Gallegos, with 139,727 sheep and lamb car- 
cases—making a total of 173,225 sheep and 
lamb carcases, 1,488 boxes, etc., of pork, 
5,829 bags, etc., of meat, and 32,850 quarters 
of beef. Compared with the arrivals of the 
preceding week, these figures show an in- 
crease of 85,598 — and lamb carcases and 
205 quarters of beef, and a decrease of 92
